Approximately  750  books  have  been  added  to  the  library  shelves  this  year, 
making  a  total  of  almost  14,000  books  at  the  Gilsum  Public  Library.  The 
library  continues  to  rent  books  monthly  from  the  McNaughton  Book  Service, 
allowing  us  to  receive  popular  and  best-seller  books.  The  library  also  sub- 
scribes to  twenty  magazines. 

The  circulation  figure  for  the  year  reached  3,492.  Of  this  total  1,997  were 
adult  books,  1,050  were  children's  books  and  445  were  magazines. 

A  special  thanks  to  all  the  people  who  donated  books  and  magazines  to  the 
library  this  year.     Donations  are  always  appreciated. 

Eleven  children  took  part  in  the  summer  reading  program,  called  "Batter  Up." 
The  children  went  from  base  to  base  by  reading  a  book.  A  total  of  fifty- four 
books  were  read  by  the  children.  A  party  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  program 
with  refreshments,  and  prizes  were  given  for  each  home  run. 

The  library  is  used  by  groups  in  town  for  special  activities.  The  library 
serves  area  residents  with  a  blood  pressure  clinic  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
every  odd  month  (January,  March,  May,  etc.)  from  2:00  -  3:00  p.m.  The  weekly 
story  hour  for  pre-school  children  is  held  on  Mondays  at  10:00  a.m.  with  Judy 
Malott.  The  library  is  also  available  for  community  meetings.  To  avoid  con- 
flicts, we  ask  that  all   such  activities  be  scheduled  with  the  librarian. 

Volunteer  workers  (Lois  Hastings,  Ruth  Maine  and  Judy  Malott)  have  iust  about 
completed  cataloging  all  of  our  books  and  organizing  the  library  shelves  so 
that  any  book  in  our  collection  is  easy  to  find.  Thanks  also  go  to  volunteer 
Elizabeth  Dussault  who  came  to  us  under  the  auspices  of  the  RSVP  program  to 
help  with  the  never-ending  task  of  typing  catalog  cards. 

We  are  constantly  adding  to  our  supply  of  special  needs  books.  This  year,  a 
gift  permitted  us  to  spend  $500.00  on  children's  picture  books. 

The  library's  photocopier  has  been  heavily  used  during  the  past  year.  This 
service  is  available  to  all    residents  for  the  fee  of  $.15  per  copy. 

The  Gilsum  Public  Library  is  a  special  resource  for  all  town  residents.  If 
you  haven't  been  in  lately,  why  not  stop  by  the  next  time  you  go  to  the  town 
offices?     It's  your  Hbrary--use  it  and  enjoy  it.
